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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 1 removes the previous claimed features of a start tag and an end tag; and further 
defines the markup language element as the rule tag itself. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as per applicant's arguments that neither Brown 
nor Ladd teach rule tags that delimit a grammar structure by a name attribute, examiner disagrees and notes that in the combination of 
Brown in view of Ladd, Brown teaches as an example the name attribute of "get meassage" (in the referenced col. 14) , wherein "get 
message" limits the grammar to recognize forms of utterances that would be equivalent to "get messages". With respect to appllicatns 
arguments on the bottom of page 1 1 of the response, examiner disagrees and argues that the Martin reference was used to show 
semantic based choosing of rule tags. As per applicant's arguments with respect to claim 30, examiner notes that the claim scope of 
claim 30 does not include "delimiting all the rule tags for the grammar with grammar tags" (the claim scope of claim 30 pertains to 
delimiting all of the rule tags that are in grammar tags; not using grammar tags to delimit the rule tags, as argued). Furthermore, the 
combination of Brown in view of Ladd teaches the relationship to a markup language (the referenced Ladd, col. 16). Examiner also 'notes 
that claims 1 and 13 are in Jepson type format, wherein the claim language before the second "comprising" now becomes admitted prior 
art (MPEP 2129 R-2, Section III).. 
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
